DONALD STUMPS 
THE SCIENTISTS 


In 1964, a ship carrying 6,000 sheep 
sank in Kuwait Harbor, near the Per- 
sian Gulf.

PINE FORESTS 
BEING PLANTED HERE 


On January 14, 1977, the EYES & 
EARS carried a front page story, 
headlined “Fighting Fire With Fire”. 
In that particular article, we covered 
the story behind the digging of fire 
breaks across our 27,500 acres of 
property and the burning-off of some 
300 acres this year for planting pine 
forests and green belts. 

Last week we received a call from 
Kathy Shannon, an Environmental 
Associate with the Environmental 
Protection Department, to tell us that 
they had almost completed planting 
all 300 acres. Our roving camera hus- 
tled over to the planting site across 
from Fort Wilderness’ entrance for a 
look.

A sharp disc just in front of him 
opens a trough in the ground, he sticks in 
a seedling, then the two wheels he’s riding 
on closes the trough.
